McKibben is doubtful that 
Alberta — or any other province 
— will soon adopt European-style 
harm-reduction programs. 
Although she agrees measures like 
safe injection sites and prescribed 
drugs are essential, she observes 
that if those steps haven't been 
taken in a city like Vancouver — 
where injection drug use and dis- 
ease run rampant — it’s unlikely 
they'll gain ground here. 

“I don’t know if we can go from 
where we are today to safe injec- 
tion houses tomorrow,” she said. 

But there are steps that can be 
taken now to protect addicts and 
the public, she said. 

Edmonton, for example, is the 
only city in the province that has a 
methadone program. It should be 
expanded, said McKibben, who 
has just 1-1/2 staff members at her 
disposal to tackle the problem. 

She also says conditions that 
prevent addicts from using any 
other drugs while on the program 
should be relaxed. 

“There is a six-week waiting list 
to get on to the methadone pro- 
gram. Streetworks can’t get people 
into detox for five days. To begin 
with, we need good treatment pro-

But where did it come from? 
Pete Macpherson, guitarist of the 
six-piece punk rock band Baffin 
Island Party, explains that the 
roots of Iliwmination go way 
back. 

“The idea came up around 
1991, when the nucleus of the 





band — Alex Reno and me — 
were playing as the Patriot Love 
Rockets,” he recalls. 


When Reno and Macpherson 
hooked up with Bruce Fletcher, 
the durable Baffin Island Party 
was formed and, at the same 
time, a strange story was con-

ceived. 

“I don’t think it was a theme 
band until Bruce came on 
board,” recalls Macpherson. “But 
Bruce and Alex's ideas came 
together to form a libretto of 
sorts — a story told through 
song.” 

An opera, then? “For the first 
couple of drafts, I felt totally 
comfortable calling it an opera, 
but now it’s more like a musical. 
I still like ‘rock opera,’ though 
it’s that Ken Russell thing.” 

The non-musical bits were 
fleshed out into a script by Char- 
rois, a veteran Edmonton actor 
and big fan of the cosmic, con- 
spiratorial themes that the story 
evokes 

“They gave me these lyrics 
sheets which sort of had actions 
and quotes from McLuhan writ- 
ten in the margins,” Charrois 
recalls 

“T called it the Codex.” 

It’s a bit of a challenge to pene- 
trate Charrois’ enthusiastic but 
cryptic descriptions to figure out 
the actual plot of [Mdumination. 
It seems some Arctic explorers 
find a frozen tentacle and thaw it 
out, inadvertently releasing the 
primordial god Cthulhu into the 
world

“From there, it’s about 
McLuhan joining brains with 
Cthulhu to create the software 
for the [tuminator 2000.” 

The script bristles with what 
Charrois calls “retr¢ »-futurism — 
looking forward through the 
rear-view mirror. The final prod- 
uct is a live event combining 
music and machine. By the end 
of the show, everyone’s circadian 
rhythms will be tuned to the 
machine.” 

At the heart of the ambitious 
project, then, lies Baffin Island 
Party’s music 

“T tend to get sarcastic about 
it,” says Macpherson. “But the 
other guys in the band might get 
mad if I call it ‘pompous post- 
punk rock.” 

Macpherson says the songs 
contained within the play 
promise to be “more accessible 
than in band form,” because of 
the vocal arrangements provided 
by musical director Bill Demers, 
who also brought in a youth cho- 
rus from Victoria School. 

But Macpherson assures Baffin 
Island Party fans that “the band 
definitely rocks out a few times 
— especially when the bad guy 
comes on.”

Children of Nature, playing at Metro Cinema 
as part of the Icelandic Millennial celebration, is yet another fine 
icelandic film in an oeuvre that should make even the biggest Hollywood 
jirectors hang their heads in shame. 

Beautiful without resorting to postcard cinematography, and nearly 
ordiess, Children of Nature is a testament to the grace and strength of 
he Icelandic people. Thorgeir is a farmer ready to retire. After solemnly 
ithanizing his aging dog and packing a few things, he leaves his north- 
n cottage for his family in Reykjavik. His granddaughter hardly recog- 
sizes him and his daughter acknowledges that she doesn’t have a lot to 
say to him either — he has not been centrally located. Central to what? is 
Se question that is posed throughout the film. Off he goes then to a 
‘etirement home. 

There, by coincidence, he meets Stella, an old flame from back in the 
pid days. She is angry that she is not allowed to return home to die and 
be buried and keeps trying to escape. Life in the rest home is humiliating 
and depressing, so, after some scheming the two steal a Jeep and head 
off to the countryside. Eluding the police, they finally make it back to 
Thorgeir’s farm where memories flood the mind. 

Nominated for an Academy Award for Best Foreign Language Film in 
991(and raising the possibility that foreign-language films deserve to be 
in the running for best picture), Children draws a touching portrait of 
did aye without resorting to sentimentality, “grumpy old men” stereo- 
lypes, or patronizing depictions of seniors’ “dignity.” Gisli Halldorsson as 
horgeir and Sigridur Hagalin as Stella are stern yet vulnerable, convey- 
ing so much often without saying a word. These are not just a couple of 
jdtimers kicking up their heels, no, they know they are not young and 
on'| pretend they are not going to age or die. Unforgiving in dealing 
vith imminent death, this story still manages to be without tragedy. The 
elandic landseape, spare and efficient but full of hard-earned life, indi- 
tes the character of the people that this land breeds. Even though it is 
damp and cold, voleanic steam drifts across the road. 

The pacing of this film is geologically slow. However, the rewards are 
iany for those with the patience. As life flashes before Stella’s eyes, we 
iderstand that while we are watching her story in the theatre, she also 
ees a narrative of events, memories and regrets. Ghosts are everywhere 
m Iceland and they are acknowledged by the living — even the ones 
reening down the road in a hot-wired vehicle. 

The key to Icelandie success is exemplified in the person of Fridrik 
hor Fridriksson, who was in town two weeks ago to introduce his film, 
Yevil’s Island. He is a man of few words, with a dry, dry sense of humor. 
dJowever, the spirit of Iceland is that of an island people — the sense of 
‘ullural uniqueness borders on chauvinism — but as a result they feel

Mike McDonald goes from being too dumb to quit to being too smart to give up

the planet,” McDonald recalls), 
through the 12-string pop of the 
Malibu Kens to the nigh-mythical 
roots-rock fury (and attendant 
alcoholic excess) of Jr. Gone Wild, 
McDonald has been an eyewitness 
to the highs and lows of the local 
music scene for better than 20 
years.

“T used to follow Jerry Jerry 
around and k.d. lang and Ken Chin 
and Moe Berg. They used to live 
and play in Edmonton at the same 
time. That was a great collection 
of personalities to have around at 
the same time and they all left. I 
don’t know if I was stupid or what, 
but I stayed and I kept doing it and 
then the scene changed, and the 
scene changed again, and I’m still 
there and I’m seen as an old guy. 
I’m only 36 and I never did see 
myself as a leader of any kind, and 
I sure hated being called the leader 
of Jr. Gone Wild. I decided to elim- 
inate that bullshit and be the 
leader of this band.” 

The band he refers to is the 
aptly-named Mike McDonald 
Band, which marks a new sonic 
direction for a guy who, for most

of his career, was inextricably 
associated with the blending of 
country, rock and punk. The oper- 
ative word for MMB is “pop” and 
the current sound is the product of 
a lot of hard thinking on the 
leader's part. 

“Largely this is pop music, pop 
music meaning high energy, 
melodic music. So hooks are vital- 
ly important in pop music , . . the 


hook is what makes people hum 
the tune after they go home from 
seeing you play and I’ve spent 
most of my life figuring that out,” 
he said. “If I had my own way in Jr. 
Gone Wild, it may have sounded a 
lot like this.” 

Along with former Jr. Gone Wild 
drummer Larry Shelast, McDonald 
recruited bassist Duane Elias, key- 
board player Dave Shepherd and

vocalists Stephanie and Amber 
Suchy to bring his vision for the 
music to life. Then he hauled the 
band into Scott Franc huk’s 
Edmonton recording facilities and 
spent a year hammering out 
arrangements for better than a 
dozen tunes, 

The resulting CD, entitled Js 
This Thing On2, gets its celebrato- 
ry launch on Saturday, April 22 at 
the Sidetrack Café. And in a man- 
ner befitting a living legend, 
MeDonald has gone the extra dis- 
tance to ensure the CD release 
party goes that extra mile, with 
live simulcasts on CBC and the 
Internet at www.mikemcdonald- 
band.com. 

“I'm really proud of this record 
and I wanted to do something 
classy,” he says. “We're also going 
to be broadcasting live on Jn the 
Key of A on CBC. That’s at five 


o'clock in the afternoon. . . sO 
tune in at five to see if we crash or 
if we go.” 


Though he hates taking the lead- 
ership role, McDonald admits part 
of the reason for spending so long 
on the record and taking such 
pains with the release party is to 
challenge his Edmonton col- 
leagues to challenge themselves in 
presenting their music to the 
world. 

“This town’s got to shake up and 
wake up soon. We've got all these 
talented people here and all we 
like doing is telling each other how 
talented we are and we don't like 
doing anything about it.

Tristan Sonic’s Sandy McIntosh 
sits at his desk at label headquar- 
ters. He is in the midst of the work 
erunch that bookends every 
Tristan Psionic tour as he tries to 
get ahead of his work before and 
then catch up on it after. Does that 
sound bad? It’s not so bad. 

“We used to play and tour all the 
time,” he says, “but we haven’t in a 
couple years. We haven't played 
any shows in a year and we played 
maybe five the year before.” 

It’s the all-too-uncommon curse 
of the successful band as owners 
of the successful label — there 
comes a time when you have to 
slough a thing or two off if you’re 
going to hang on to your sanity.

Lemongrass Café gets full points for quality, value

he 1990s have already been dubbed the 
“eating out” decade, due in part to a large 
surge of out-of-home dining, particularly in 
the last few years. What this demographic shift 
meant to the restaurant industry was a huge 
jump in business and also a demand for greater 
diversity. Let’s face it, if you eat out a lot, you 
want different kinds of cuisine and you want a 
broader spectrum in regard to your dining tab. 

For example this Monday, after a surprising- 

y hectic weekend and a killer work day, I 

anted to eat out, but had some provisos I 
wanted to place upon my dining-out optio: 
didn’t want a huge tab but also didn’t want fast 
food; I wanted something more exotic than not 
and I wanted flavor and quality. 

Ray came to the rescue and suggested the 
Lemongrass Café (10417 - 51 Ave.), an estab- 
lishment he’d only heard raves about and had 
n't yet managed to visit. 

We knew from the moment we walked 
through the door that Ray’s ce was 
inspired. 

The restaurant fills its dining niche divinely 
— a cozy store-front location that manages to 
be tastefully comfortable and not claustropho- 


bic; an elegant, modernistic interior low on the 
pretentious-meter, and a broad Vietnamese- 
cuisine menu that also manages to be enviably 
focused in its offerings. 

For starters we decided to split a few 
favorite appetizers — Spring and Salad Rolls 
and some Kimchee — dishes that materialized 
before ts in no time flat (big kudos to efficient, 
friendly service). Our assessment? A heap 
more kudos. 

The Lemongrass managed to put a much 
appreciated, individualized spin on all the dish- 
es (including decadent Peanut, Hoisin and Fish 
Sauces and the perfectly bronzed goodness of 
the Spring Rolls) without pushing the offerings 
outside the realm of the familiar altogether. 
After all, we did order the dishes because they 
were familiar comfort dishes 

Full points for the freshness and quali 
the ingredients, especially for the Kimchee, a 
dish that’s so easy to just churn out. 

For entrées I went for the Wrap and Roll 
ombo Platter (a selection of charbroiled 
meats, fresh vegetables, mint leaves, etc., 
served with moist rice paper) because I want- 
ed to play with my food, while Ray ordered the 
house specialty — 10-Spice Salmon in Banana 





Leaf — because he has a thing for salmon. 
Both fine choices, we discovered, to our 
intense dining pleasure. 

The Wrap and Roll Combo was a total treat 
and very filling (a good value at $10.95). Ray’s 
salmon was wickedly tasty and brilliantly 
spiced as promised. Given that the salmon is 
cooked with no added oils and/or cream, it was 
as light a dish as you can expect for such a nat- 
urally fatty fish. : 

Even though we shouldn't have, we ordered 
deserts as well — mainly because we were 
very curious to see what we'd be served after 
the exceptional quality of the rest of the meal. 

We weren't to be disappointed. The deserts 
met the same high standards set by the two 
pervious courses. I went for the desert Spring 
Rolls — flaky-golden spring-roll shells stuffed 
with apple-ginger filling, served with a deca- 
dent sweet syrup — while Ray went for a 
Mango Mousse Cake. Both were as delicious as 
you would expect from the description. A very 
regal ending for the meal. 

The tab was also a pleasant surprise, less 
than $40 before tip. With restaurants like the 
Lemongrass to visit, I’m leoking forward \to 
another decade of eating out. \
